NEW YORK (AP)-^Sen. Ken- 


neth B. Keating, R-N.Y., told a 
hearing today that measures in 
addition to the arms quarantine 
"are still urgently required to iso- 
late Cuba and to encourage its ul- 
timate collapse." 


Keating, opening a Senate Inter- 


nal' Security subcommittee hear- 
ties, said all shipping, not just the 
shipment of offensive weapons, 
contribute to Cuban Prime Minis- 
ter Fidel Castro's strength and his 
hold on the Cuban people. 


"We must not neglect our long- 


term strategy for bringing Castro 
down and weakening communism 
throughout the world, in dealing 
with the immediate threat to the 
United States," Keating said. 

The Rochester Repuoiican said 
the Soviet bloc had relied heavily 
on procurement from the West for 
its growth as a world power.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Agri- 


culture Department released Fri- 
day a list of 87 construction proj- 
ects in 83 national forests, includ- 
ing Ouachita and Ozarks in Ar- 
kansas, on which work will start 
soon on a $15 million accelerated 
public works program. 


The projects are in national for- 


ests in counties suffering from 
substantial and continuous under- 
employment and unemployment. 


The Ozark National Forest will 


get $150,000 for work requiring 
8,200 man hours of work to com 
plele. The Ouachita National For 
est will get $100,000 for work re 
quiring 6,260 man hours of work 
to complete. 


The projects include construe 


tion of camp and picnic grounds 
tables 
and benches, fireplaces 


water and sanitary facilities, anc 
trails and roads.
